CHALONS-SUR-MARNE, via Paris, Sept. 21.—-The Germans continued 
bombarding the principal buildings of Rheims last night. 


BORDEAUX, Sept. 21.—-The French Foreign Office today forwarded 
to neutral governments a protest against the German bombardment of 
the cathedral of Rheims in the following terms: 

“Without being able to invoke even the appearance of military 
necessity, and for the mere pleasure of destruction, German troops have 
subjected the cathedral of Rheims to a systematic and furious bombard- 
ment. At this hour the famous basilica is but a heap of ruins. 

“It is the duty of the Government of the republic to denounce to 
universal indignation this revolting act of vandalism, which, in giving 
over to the flames this sanctuary of history, deprives humanity of an 
incomparable portion of its historic patrimony.” 


Germans Regret, but the 
French Fire Came That Way

early today, the German War 
Office said: 
“Rheims was in the battle line 
of the French and the Germans 
were obliged to bombard it. We 
regret the necessity, but the fire 
of the French came from that di- 
rection.

Great Church ‘Target fer Germas |

LONDON, Sept. 2imThe Rheims cor- 
respow4ent of the Daily Mail sends this 
story ef the damages wrought in the 
cathedral there: 

“The magnificent cathedral of Rheims, 
which was a national monument of uni- | 
versal fame, is now no more than an 
empty shell of charred and blackened 
walls. It is not yet known to what 
extent its stonework has been weakened 
by the flames or whether jt can be later 
restored, but it will neifr be what it 
was before. 

“The fire started between 4 and 5 
o'clock Saturday afternoon. All day 
large shells had been crashing into the 
town.

Other structures, which, official re- 
ports stated, were partially or complete- 
ly destroyed, were the Archbishop's pal- 
ace, the Church of. St. Jacques and the 
city hall. 

The bombardment of Rheims was be- 
gun Friday, according to reports reach- 
ing Bordeaux tonight. The great siege 
guns of the Germans, firing from six 
miles to the north, found the range andj 
soon began to pour in shells with deadly 
effect. At last reports, much of the city 
was in flames and its population was 
in flight toward the southwest. It is 
Geclared that 400 inhabitants were killeu 
by the German artillery. 

The ministry declared that the de- 
struction of the buildings indicate that 
the Germans considered their situation 
desperate.

Persons who have returned here from Rheims say that it is difficult 
to find words to describe these attacks and counter attacks of infantry 
amid showers of shot and shell and in a deluge of rain. The Germans, 
they declare, seem in a desperate hurry to finish their task and are 
enraged at the stubborn resistance of the French. The Germans, they 
say, had the best of the situation at the opening of the battle, but the 
situation is now changed and the French have been able to gain positions 
on high ground that will enable them to fight on even terms and declare 
the Germans will never be able to break their lines at Rheims. 

Soldiers are coming back here covered with mud and drenched to 
the skin by the heavy rains which continue to fall. The chalky clay 
ground north of Rheims has been so softened, they say, that it will be 
impossible for a retreating army to get away its artillery. To this 
fact they attribute the desperation with which the Germans are fighting. 

Floods caused by the continuous rains are likely to greatly impede 
military operations, especially in the east where the streams are be- 
* ginning to overflow their banks.

_ French-English Left Wing in

Forts Fringe Hills. 

These hills are known indifferent- 
lv as the hills of Champagne and of 
the Isle-de-France. They are highest 
where they rise abruptly from the 
plain, and fall down gradually in the 
direction of Paris. 

Where the hills rise from the 
plains, the French had erected a chain 
of forts stretching from La Fere to 
Rheims. This city was surrounded b\ 
a circle of: forts, those to the west on 
the main range of hills, those on the 
east upon isalated foothills. In mill- 
tary volumes they are described as 
the Lacn-La-Feres-Rheims barrier, 
and they were intended to serve as 
a second line of defense in advance 
of Paris, to check an invader who 
might successfully force the first line 
of fortresses at the frontier. 

In the present war, they failed to serve 
this purpose because the Germans turned 
them. Between La Fere and the En- 
biish Channel, that is, north of th» 
Champagne Hills, there is a level plain, 
but from the highlands to the channel 
the Somme River runs through a val- 
ley, which its marshy and serves as :i 
tTullitary obstacle. Unfortunately for the 
French, the Germans, having succeeded 
in concentrating an overwhelming force 
egainst the left, that is, in the face of 
the British, during the early battles, 
were able to drive the allies beyond th:

But the 
Germans have been able to hang on at 
Le Fere and Laon, that is, the northern 
and highest edge of the Champagne 
hills, where the French forts stood. 


Still South of Somme. 


West of the Oise, by retaining the 
Noyon hills, they have done even better, 
because they are south of the Somme, 
and until the French can take it, they 
cannot regain the second line of defense 
for Paris. Since the battle of the Aisne 
began, the whole struggle of the allies 
has been to dislodge the Germans from 
the foothold they cling to on this second 
line of defense. 


While they have made progress at cer- 
tain points, they have not yet accom- 
Plished the main task. 

If the Germans are ultimately com- 
pelled to retire from this position, there 
is no really satisfactory position § to 
stand in again until the French frontier 
is approached: here, with their flank 
protected by Maubeuge, and their front 
on the slopes of the Ardennes on eithe: 
side of the Meuse bevond Mezieres, is a 
line even better than that they now holu 
for purely defensive operations. 


Hills Protect Paris. 


On the other hand, to give up the foot- 
hold they now have on the outer de- 
fenses of Paris is to concede the defeat 
of their whole offensive. Once the 
Champagne Highlands are’ retaken by 
the French, they will become a barrie: 
to all future invasion, and any siege of 
Paris will have to begin nearly a hun- 
dred miles from the capital. 

This line was lust a few weeks ago be- 
cause the Germans were able to out- 
flank,

German success at the Aisne, then, 
aside from some disaster, means the be- 
ginning of a long series of open sieges, 
of trench work to regain the 60-odd 
miles lost in the retreat from the Marnie. 

There remains the possibility of a 
draw. But for the Germans, a draw is 
only less disastrous than a defeat. If 
they are compelled to sit down in their 
present position, they will have not 
merely to guard their front, whicn 
stretches over a hundred miles from 
Noyon to Metz, but their communica- 
tions. From La Fere to Liege is more 
than one hundred and fifty miles by the 
mail railroad, which passes’ through 
Maubeuge, Namur and Charleroi. 

All this distance is through hostile 
territory, and every fort must be guard. 
ed. In addition, it is necessary to keep 
an army before Antwerp to prevent the 
Belgian army from cutting this lins, 
and Ostend must be watched for pos- 
sible British expeditions. Finally, the 
peril from a French flanking thrust 
from Amiens and Cambrai is patent. 


Allles More Numerous. 
In order to stay in their present posi- 
sition, the Germans have, then, tv 
waste 150;000 men in flank and rear 
guards. Now, it is fair to say that 
henceforth the advantage of numbers in 
the western fleld will be with the allies, 
and increasingly so 
Thus, for the Germans, to weaken tie 
battie line by detaching 158,000 for nec: 
essary duty elsewhere is to insure a d>?- 
cisive advantage to the enemy, who 
must be attacked as he stands in in- 
‘renchments, and dislodged by fronta! 
attack. Presently, then, the Germans 
must advance, must win decisively and 
without much delay, or retreat. Noth- 
ing short of victory, of a repetition of 
their sweep to Paris and the Marne, can 
assure their position in France.

“This attack was heralded by a tre- 
mendous outburst of heavy artillery fire 
followed by a systematic advance of 
infantry and machine guns. The allies’ 
forces stood their ground splendidly, 
poured a deadly fire into the attack- 
ers, and finally, in certain cases, re- 
pulsing them at the point of the bayo- 
net. This battle continueu with una- 
bated fury all night and throughout 
Wednesday and Thursday. 

‘Wednesday night the Germans at- 
tacked the French furlously in the re- 
gion near Rheims. They attacked three 
times, but each time they were re- 
pulsed with heavy loss. 

‘Thursday they attacked the British 
with equal flercenesz in the neighbor- 
hood of Soissons, when again their 
losses were enormous. 

‘The first sign of weakening was no- 
ticed Thursday afternoon, after the 
fierce attacks of that day had been re- 
pulsed.

GERMANS TAKING 
HEAVY SIEGE GUNS 
TOWARD ANTWERP

LONDON, Sept. 21.—Writing Saturday 
from Corlezghem, Belgium, the Stand- 
ard's correspondent reported: 

“The Germans intend to make a des- 
perate attempt to carry Antwerp by 
etorm. Their movements on the line 
from Termonde, through Alost to Les- 
sines, during the last two days have 
been intended to disguise their advance 
on Antwerp, which, I am convinced, 1s 
doomed to failure. The heavy rains had 
augmented the obstacles caused by the 
flooding of large areas Which the Ger- 
mans have’to travel and their. great 
siege guns cannot be brought up.

The 
west front, begun about i-4l, was pro- 
nounced the most beautiful structure 
produced anywhere in the Middle Ages, 
particularly because of its deeply re- 
cessed tiple portal and a magnificent 
rose window 4 feet in diameter. This 
window, it is said, was torn away 
a German shell. 

The Kings of France, from Philip I] 
to Charles X, were crowned in the 
cathedral at Rheims, and it was before 
the great altar there that Jeanne d’Are 
stood, banner in hand, after her vic- 
teries, to witness the “oronation of 
Charles VII, that tmarkxed the fuifill- 
ment of her vision. And it was at the 
foot of that altar that she knelt and 
begged the King to allow her to return 
to her flocks, 

The treasures within the cathedral 
were no less wonderful than the struc- 
ture itself. Its sculpture, stained glass 
and statuary were unsurpassed. Alsey 
it contained chureh plate of the early 
centuries, 2+ aries containing a thorn 
of the neby crowrwanad the skull of St. 
Remy, and countles ent and price- 
fess tapestries, ting from the 
fifteenth century. In a chapel adjoining 
the vestry was a splendid collection of 
Roman and medieval sculpture, includ- 
ing the sarcophagus of Jovinus, the 
Roman Prefect of Rheims, who was con- 
verted to Christianity in 366. 

Other Historic Bulldings. 

Second only to the cathedral in his- 
torical interest was the Archbishop's 
palace, adjoining it, and also reported 
destroyed. This was a double chapel, 
constructed about 1230, where the French 
bmonarchs were lodged at the time of 
their coronations, and where Jeanne 
d’Are was housed when she came to 
Rheims for the crowning of Charles 
VII. 

Older still than the cathedral is the 
Church of St. Remy. Nothing has been 
heard of its fate. It stands on the east- 
ern edge of the city. It was founded 
by Clovis and Clotilda on the _ spot 
where Clovis was baptized, and its walls 
date from the tenth century. Then, too, 
there the Church of St. Jacques, 
about a quarter of a mile southwest of 
the cathedral, which is reported badly 
damaged. This dates from the twelfth 
century. 

The city hall of Rheims was a struc- 
ture of architectural excellence, begun 
in 1627, but not completed until the pres- 
ent century. It contained many val- 
uable manuscripts and paintings.

bert’s providing was delightfully inter- 
preted, the orchestra work being more 
than once the star feature of the per- 
formance. 

Ably seconding the  opera-bouffe 
sparkle of May de Sousa’s singing and 
playing of the part of Celia Gill. a 
roguish moving-picture star who en- 
traps Josiah Clutterbuck, an artifictal- 
food millionaire, into a position where 
he can not longer sanction or finance 
his wife's crusade agdinst the ‘‘movie 
vice,”’ is the low-comedy work of Har- 
ry D. Ward in the Clutterbuck role.

GOOD AND BAD IN THE CLAYTON BILL. 

The Clayton anti-trust bill, revised in joint con- 
ference of the tWo branches of Congress, is re- 
ported almost ready to be put on passage. A few 
changes have been agreed upon in conference. The 
Senate is not to be allowed to go so far as it 
wished in mutilating the House bill. The House 
and the President will not get all they desired 
in the final draft. Prohibition of price discrim- 
ination, which the Senate struck from the House 
bill, has been restored. 

Thus the measure, with this exception, remains 
substantially as it was when the Post-Dispatch 
editorially reviewed it at length on Thursday, 
Sept. 10. It is not likely many or important 
thanges will be made in it between this date 
and the day it goes to the President. 

Particulars in which the bill fulfills pledges 
given by the Democratic party are: 

1. Limiting the power of Federal Judges in 
respect to labor injunctions. 

2. Making it a felony for officials of com- 
mon carriers to embezzie or misapply funds 
in their charge. 

8. Authorising Federal Courts to appoint 
receivers for corporations convicted of anti- 
trust law violations, and to sell or otherwise 
dispose of their properties so as to assure 
actual competition thereafter. 

4. Prohibiting price discrimination as a 
means of crushing competitors and creating a 
monopoly. 

All of the foregoing items undoubtedly repre- 
sent a popular as well as a platform demand. 
They are sufficient to guarantee the passage of 
the bill and its favorable reception by the country, 
despite its not less conspicuous faults of omission. 
Among the latter may be cited: 

1. Ite fafiure to assure prison terms for con- 
viceted monopolists. Under the Clayton act, 
as heretofore, convicted monopolists will pre- 
sumably be punished on conviction only by a 
85000 fine, which they can, as heretofore, re- 
assess on the people in higher prices for their 
products. It may he taken for granted that 
no Federal Judge will exercise his option 
to send a convicted trust magnate to prison 
until the people make !t mandatory. Guflt in 
such cases has been “persona.” since 1890, 
under the Sherman law. It is only the punish- 
ment for guilt which has not been personal; 
and {t was perhaps the most emphatic promise 
of the Democratic party, in 1912, with respect 
to the trusts, that it wonld, if given power, 
‘provide a punishment for convicted monopo- 
fists which they could not pass along to the 
people.” This the Clayton bill, as it stands 
and as it seems likely to pass, emphatically 
does not do. It does not, on this head, ad- 
vance an inch beyond the Sherman law of 
1890. 

2. Its failure to prohibit, {tm dovwnrig"t 
terms, the holding company, that handiest tool 
im monopoly’s toolbox. 

8. Ite virtual exemption of common car- 
riers from the rule prohibiting interlocking 


directorates. 
4. Ite failure to prohibit stock and bond 


watering. 

5. Its weak and ineffective pretense of 
prohibiting those contracts by which officials 
of common carriers and other great corpora- 
tions have notoriously, in the past, evriched 
themselves unjustly at the expense of their 
stockholders. 

In brief, much has been gained; much remains 
to be gained. Word comes from Washington that 
it is the administration’s purpose to take up the 
problem of stock watering at the December ses- 
sion. At the same time, if it be now too late to 
cure the Clayton bill’s gravest defect, the Con- 
gress should without fail fix the punishment of 
a convicted monopolist at not less than two nor 
more than five years in prison. 

Because, as Judge John M. Duncan of San 
Antonio, whose sharp criticisms of the pending 
bill were quoted at length by Senator Reed a 
few days ago, said: 

‘*The only things now left in this country which 
trust conspirators fear are a trial by jury and a 
term in prison.’’ 

On Aug. 17, editorially denouncing the Senate 
for weakening the House bill, the Post-Dispatch 
said: 

‘Missouri will be glad to hear from her famous 
trust-hating champion of the people on this prop- 
osition. Speak up, Mr. Reed, your home folks 
are listening.” 

Senator Reed spoke up to such good purpose 
that he chiefly is entitled to credit for that sec- 
tion of the bill authorizing appointment of re- 
ceivers for law-breaking trusts. Under that sec- 
tion it will be much easier than it has been for 
the Government actually to dissolve trusts which 
defy the law, and to enforce genuinely competitive 
relations between their dissevered constiuent com- 
panies. 

The specific fault for which the Post-Dispatch 
criticised the Senate on Aug. 17 was the elimina- 
tion of the clause enabling trust victims to use 
Government testimony, taken in obtaining trust 
convictions, in suits for threefold reparation. That 
clause has been restored to the bill.

PIRST AID TO INJURED TRADE. 

It is gratifying to learn from high authority 
in Washington that if the Government goes into 
the shipping business to meet the pressing de- 

d for o¢ean transportation for American 
products it will buy the best ships possible, 
regardless of whether they are owned by Ger- 
mans, French English, and will seek ship- 
ments to and from all nations. 

This assurance puts an end to reports of the 
intention of the Government to refrain from 
buying merchant ships which have been flying 
the flags of belligerents for fear of violating 
neutrality or of offending opposing nations and 
that it would refrain from shipping to mar- 
kets where the need may be greatest, because 
opposing belligerents do not want the necessities 
of their foes supplied. 

The Government of the United States has a 
right to buy ships wherever they are offered for 
sale and to ship goods not contraband of war 
wherever it is possible to ship them. A port 
cannot be blockaded by proclamation or protest, 
much less a nation. If an attempt is made to 
add to the horrors of devastation and battle 
slaughter, which mark the present war, the 
Savage cruelty of wholesale starvation the is- 
sue should be met at once by the one great na- 
tion which retains its sanity. Let us make it 
clear that we do not believe in visiting death 
upon millions of innocent and helpless noncom- 
batants who have nothing to do with war and 
cannot control it. There is no cause for offense 
in this stand and no civilized nation can afford 
tc make it the cause of offense. 

The United States cannot go out of business 
because Europe is engaged in a mad war of 
destruction. It is our duty to minimize the 
effect of the war upon our own industry and 
commerce. In doing this we minimize the de- 
structive effects of the war upon other peoples 
with whom trade is still possible. The Govern- 
ment is in the best position to give prompt aid 
to injured commerce. It has ships that can be 
utilized for commercial transportation. It can 
buy more and use them untfl private enterprise 
in this direction gets upon its feet and is in 
position to take care of the business.

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TRISH HOME RULE A LAW. 

The Irish home rule bill has been signed by 
King George and goes onto the statute books. 
While it was assumed months ago that the fight 
for it had been won, it happens that of all the 
critical stages which it survived, the most critica] 
was the final stage following compliance with the 
requirements prescribed for passage under the 
suspensory veto act 

Resistance through appeals to religious prej- 
udice in the North of Ireland was prompted by 
politics of a despicable sort, but was nevertheless 
most formidable. The crisis of the resignation of 
many army officera, including Gen. French, and 
the crisis resulting from the shooting of Dublin 
gun-runners, while Belfast's gun-runners went 
unpenalized, might have wrecked many another 
ministry. 

Premier Asquith’s admission in the House this 
week that coercion of Ulster was unthinkable 
shows the peril in which the measure wag in- 
volved, even after all parliamentary obstacles had 
been passed. Perceiving their advantage in en- 
couraging rebellion, the opposition would consent 
to no agreement for exempting Ulster. With 
neither exemption nor coercion, how would the 
bill have been put in effect? . 

Happily, this hurdle, like all others since the 
date when the upper House was reconstructed, 
has been surmounted. The operation of the bil] 
is postponed by a full year, after which must come 
a further period of delay while elections are held 
and the local Government set up. But this is of 
small consequence. The British Isles are now 
virtually under martial law and the civil author- 
ity subordinated to the military. 

With the Welsh disestablishment bill, as we} 
as the home rule bill, enacted, the great Libera) 
program of legislation, one of the most im.

It is dangereus business to attempt 
any forecast of what will happen in 
the paper this week, but some assur- 
ance is, we think, necessary after the 
pillow fighting we had in the paper last 
week.

MODERN ARTILLERY. 


From Pearson's Weekly. 

The guns used by the French army 
are turned out by the hundreds at the 
famous Creusot works. The history of 
these works, as well known as those 
of Krupp in Germany, or Armstrong’s 
in England, reads like a romance. 

The first mention of Creusot, under the 
name of the ‘Villa de Crosot,’’ occurs 
as early as 1238. It was then a simple 
farm. It is now a town of 30,00 in- 
habitants. 

In the sixteenth century coal was dis- 
covered at Creusot, though it was not 
unt!l| 200 years later that a company 
was formed to mine it. Gradually iron 
works were erected there, and the man- 
ufacture of guns started. 

In 1838 the works were bought by the 
brothers Schnelder, and it is a signi- 
ficant fact that the German name of 
Schneider was to become the great rival 
of Krupp, the great German gun mak- 
ers. From that date down to the pres- 
ent time, the Creusot guns began to 
become famous, 

The great superiority of the French 
gun lies in ite stability, and in the fact 
that it will stand extreme hard wear. To 
show its wonderful stability it may be 
mentioned that a glass of water placed 
on the rim of the wheel of the gun 
remains unspfilled after the shot has 
been fired. 

This extraordinary feat, impossible in 
the case of most guns, has been made 
possible by the clever applicetion of * 
special recoll brake which Krupp al- 
ways declared could not be fitted to 
field artillery. It was adopted at the 
Creusot works, however, and that is 
one point where the French guns are 
superior to the Germans’. 

Another feature of the Creusot guns is 
what is known as the _  recuperator, 
which causes the gun to return to its 
firing position. The force used is com- 
pressed alr, posscesing the advantage 
over many of the Krupp guns, in which 
springs are used, that it never wears 
out or loses its ‘spring.’ 

Creusot guns were used in the Bal- 
kans, and army officers declared aft- 
erward that the guns were as good at 
the end of the campaign as before it. 
Only a short time before the German 
experts had criticised the famous gun 
as being too complicated and delicate for 
use in actual War. 

The accuracy of fire of these guns is 
simply marvelous. Once the angie is set 
the gun continues to belch forth death 
with unvarying aim. French officers, 
too, are so expert {n their use that they 
can split @ tree three miles away after 


a couple of shots to get the range.

NC APPEAL FROM WAR’S DECI- 
SIONS.

One of the most exasperating things 
about war is that, as it is a trial in the 
highest mundane court, there can be no 
appeal against its tncidental errors and 
aberrations. 

The protests of one belligerent that 
another is not fighting aceording to the 
rules is as vain and impotent as the 
prisoner's complaint that the case 
against him is not being conducted 
fairly. 

Some tmpression may be made on the 
minds of individuals, but counter pro- 
tests will generally influence an equal 
number, and the effects, anyway, will 
be controlled by antecedent bias. 

Thus the complaints are not only 
without practical results, but even fail 
to create a dominant public opin- 
ion. It is only in case of an overwhelm- 
ing victory that punitive measures can 
be taken for what may be called super- 
erogatory hardships inflicted by a bel- 
ligerent. 

In this age and with present methods 
of warfare, it is doubtful if either side 
would be apt to win such a sweeping 
victory as to make such measure pos- 
The only penalty to be dreaded by 
the rutheless ones is the verdict of so 
much of history as may be impartially 
written.

The attendance 
at the first was 45,000, at the second 6,- 
000 and at yesterday’s over 20,000 
more. The figures of yesterday were 
made reasonably certain when check- 
ers with registers went through the 
crowd, previously subdivided § into 
sections in order to _ facilitate the 
count. 

Thus the total at this amateur game 
Was more than twice the attendance at 
any single world’s series game in his- 
tory. 

In this remarkable success of 
the Cleveland Amateur Baseball 
Association may be seen the em- 
bryo of a new “big league’, 
made up of material that may 
justly appeal to civic interest 
and pride. 


Chance for Home Talent. 


HE growth of municipal baseball in 
Cleveland, St. Louis and other 


cities, and the launching of the Nation- 
al Amateur Baseball Association cham- 
pionship this year ts sure to result, tn 
a short time, in the establishment of 
a national league, THE ELEMENTS 
OF WHICH WILL BE teams consist- 
ing strictly of home talent. 

St. Louis, for example, will not be 
made up of a pitcher from Kennebunk, 
Me., a catcher from San Diego, Cal., and 
a shortstop born on the Vistula River 
and recently outfitted with a suit of 
citizenship papers.
